Fire In Sew York 
New York, November 29th.—A fire broke out in 
the Windsor Theater, No. 45 Bowery, shortly before 
12 o'clock tonight The flames spread rapidly, and 
in a few minutes after the alarm was sounded the 
whole structure was a m an of flames. The efforts 
of the fire department were unavailing to check the 
coo flag ration, and the building was totally de­ 
stroyed. The flames communicated to several ad­ 
joining buildings. The fire originated between the 
first floor and the basement, under the main stair­ 
way, and was discovered by a policeman at that 
p.'•St. Besides the theater, the building contained 
two hotels, kept by Hartman and Loeh!,and situated 
on either side ot the main entrance. There were 
forty guests in Hartman s Hotel and a smaller num­ 
ber in Loehl’s, all of whom escaped without diffi­ 
culty. No one was in the theater at the time, the 
performance having closet! at 1C:45, nor were there 
any remaining at the Thalia Theater, situated 
directly opposite the Windsor, on the Bowery. The 
whole fire departnunt of Ihe district was summoned 
by a general alarm, but the efforts of the firemen 
w ere at first greatly impeded by the peculiar struc­ 
ture of the building ami by the elevated railroad 
structure, which passed in front of th* theater. The 
trains, however, were finally stopped, and the fire^ 
men enabled to work moro effectively bv taking 
h se to the top of the structure. The fire had 
gained such headway by this 
time that 
it was useless to attempt to save the building, 
and they turned their attv ntion to the surrounding 
houses. A number of small tenement houses in the 
rear, on Christie street, were threatened. Every 
effort was made to save them, but their close pro\ 
imity to the theater tendered this doubtful. The 
theater building was owned oy William A. Martin, 
No. 15 Hast Thirty-eighth street, aod \aiued at 
$3tX),000. The insurance is unknown. The theater 
was leased two years ago by John A. Stevens and 
Frank B. Murtha, and at the present time the play 
of ” My Partner ” was running there. Previous 
this it was known for many year* as the 
Stadt Theater. 
It had the largest seating 
capacity cf any theater in the city, 3,100. This the­ 
ater was the popular place of amusement among the 
poorer classes on the east side of the city, ar.u was 
frequently crowded to repletion. The means of exit 
were not good, and if the firs had occurred during a 
performance the loss of life m tut have been appal­ 
ling. it had been erected about eighteen ye.rs, 
wan lightly constructed, and not considered safe bv 
the fire or police departments. At a late hour it is re­ 
ported that the fire i* st ll ragi ig with unahari d 
fury, and iu all probability the whole block will be 
destro\ed.

REPUBLICAN REORGANIZATION IN NEW 
YORK. 
The New York Republicana have been 
reorganizing in the city, and w ith the 
greatest success. It was done by a system 
of registration th at called on every member 
of the party to come np and put his name 
to a roll, with his address in full. This 
was the outgrow th of a profound convic­ 
tion of the “ bosses" in that city th at very 
soon there would be left to them an army 
of Brigadiers, w ith never a private in the 
ranks. They had to call for help or aban­ 
don the ship. In their extrem ity the 
Tribune, Post and Times suggested that, if 
only they would perm it, the men of the 
party would return and assume the man­ 
agem ent of affairs ; but the machine men 
and the bosses m ust stand down and step 
out. As eoon as this was agreed to, and 
the party m anagement relinquished, the 
liveliest interest was manifest all over the 
city. The meat ardent Republicans were 
astonished at the number of men who came 
forward to the reorganization. It had not 
entered into their conceptions of the m at­ 
ter that the dry rot had gone so far as to 
affect almost the whole body of the party. 
W ithout reorganization in another year the 
Republicans would have been greatly de­ 
moralized, and at the mercy of the feeblest. 
On the second day of registration 3,011 
more Republicans registered than on the 
first day, or in the two days no less than 
15,000 independent and sincere Republi­ 
cans wrote themselves down as in favor of 
the party ascendancy and the rule of the 
party in the party, and a willingness to 
work in harness. W hat especially pleased 
the Chairman of the Committee on Reor­ 
ganization was the large num ber of leading 
men and influential citizens who came for­ 
w ard—men who have not taken part in 
party work for years, in fact, on account 
of the disgust they felt for the methods 
employed in the conduct of party manage­ 
m ent in that city. In every Assembly 
district men came up and signed the roll 
who have heretofore acted with the De­ 
mocracy, but who propose from this time 
on to move w ith the party of progress and 
intelligence. 
Some idea of the spirit of 
the enrollment may be gained by a glance 
at the names of some of the men who were 
prom inent in the work—John Jay, John 
Falconer, Edw ards 1‘ierrepont, Hamilton 
Fish,\V. M. Kvarts, D. D. T. Marshal, J. H. 
Seward, Judge Brown, of the U nited States 
District Court ; ex-Governor Cornell, Carl 
Schnrz, President Barnard, Dr. Armitage, 
Rabbi G ustav G uttheil, Robert Sewell, 
Chauncey M. Depsw, and men of like 
standing and prominence.

I hope for an early occasion 
and the slightest cause to make it known, 
and I believe my brethren, the Kings and 
Emperors, will unite w ith me in crushing 
free government in Europe.”

“ B ut,” responded the Indian, “ here I 
am .” So, too, we say, the Canton official 
does dictate to us. The word “ trader" is 
neither in the treaty, nor the law, yet the 
Canton official certifies that A. B. is a 
trader, and as such is entitled to admission, 
and we adm it him. W e do so because the 
training of American citizens commands 
them to respect the edicts of the 
Courts, and the acts of their officials, and 
to apply remedies for wroDgs through law ­ 
ful methods only. It may be within our 
power to return the Chinese unlawfully 
landed, but we cannot do so w ithout defy­ 
ing the Courts and the officials we appoint

Maskaciicaktts comts to the front with the first 
colored man to occupy the bench in the North—we 
believe. Hi* name is George L. Ruffin. He was 
bom of free parents in Richmond, Ya.

A. Burke’s 
saloon was the next building on the east. 1 his was 
a frame building. In one corner was a barber shop, 
and the barber saved some of his fixtures; insur­ 
ance, $150. Some of Burke’s fixtures, and a portion 
ot his stock, were removed. His insurance is $300 
in La Con fiance, of Paris, and $600 in London and 
Northwestern. His lodging rooms, just back of the 
faloon, were also burned. Phillips k Sweet, next 
toward the east, were the heaviest losers by the 
fire. In their two buildings they had a large stock 
of general merchandise, but very little was saved.

REFLY TO 
E d s. R ecobd-U nion : I notice in your last 
issue of tlie W e e k ly U nio n a communication 
eigcecl “ M erchant,” wherein he makes a de­ 
mand for equal taxation. N ow I want to 
say to Mr. Merchant, “ Give ns your hand.” 
For that is just what we w ant: equal taxa­ 
tion. That is why we as farmers were in 
favor cf calling the Constitutional Conven­ 
tion ; that is why we as farmers voted to 
adopt the new Constitution. 
For we were 
aware of the fact that we had as a class been 
paying more taxes in proportion to what we 
were worth than any other class of taxpayers 
in the State. W e were well aware at the 
Bame time that the merchant was enabled, 
under Ihe old methods of assessing and col­ 
lecting the taxes, to dodge a large proportion 
of his just share of taxation. 
W hen “ M erchant,” however, proposes to 
tax growing crops, I s*y, " Hands off; not 
so fast, Mr. M erchant.” W e live under a 
Constitution that gives as full definition of the 
word property, for the purposes of taxation, 
as any State in the Union ; and by it “grow­ 
ing crops” are strictly exempted from taxation. 
Ai-d why Bhould they be taxed ? W hat íh 
the.e to be taxed about a growing crop? I 
refer to cereals. And, finally, what is a 
“ growing crop?” Shall we say S3 worth of 
a farmer’s time, muscle and brain force, 
together with SI worth of seed ? All of these 
elemento are necessary to make it possible to 
have a growing crop. 
But do all these combined make a growing 
crop ? No, sir. Something else is wanted ; 
rain and sunshine—gifts from God Himself. 
W ith these it is possible to have growing 
crops, but not without. Thus, with the 
mercy of God showered upon as in sunshine, 
rain, etc , we are enabled to have growing 
crops. But by what authority do you claim 
to have a right to tax us for gifts over which 
man has no control ? You might, with equal 
presumption, tax us for the very air we 
breathe. 
W hen you propose to tax growing crops, 
why don’t you have yourself taxed on the 
amount of bu. iacss you expect to do for the 
present year; the lawyer and doctor taxed 
on their anticipated incomes ; the Judge acd 
all officeholders on their salaries? If you 
are in favor of equal taxatior, why dou’t you 
propose the fair thing ? 
And when you say that it was hinted dur­ 
ing the session of the Constitutional Conven­ 
tion that there was a bargain between the 
grangers and railroads, to the effect that 
growing crops and railroads should escape 
taxation, I am indeed astonished at your ig­ 
norance. A t this late day, with all the facts 
bsfcre the public, and i f which you ought to 
be acquainted, it is well known that the 
grangers are the most anti-monopoly, rail- 
road-make-them-pay-their-taxes class cf peo­ 
ple in the State of California. In proof of 
which I have only to refer you to all of their 
public utterances since said Convention. 
1 hopa, Messrs. Editors, that you will be 
able to find space in your valuable columns 
for these few wurde, and confer a favor ou 
one who has been a constant reader ef your 
paper for over twenty years. W hile I have 
not always agreed with you, I have always 
considered the D a ily Recobd-U niO N and 
W eek ly U nio n the best newspapers in the 
State.

The proclamation of the President and tbe 
Governor, setting yesterday apart as a day of 
thanksgiving, was generally observed in this 
city. The Courts, public offices, shops and 
places of business in general were closed, and 
a Sabbath-day quiet seemed to rest upon the 
town. Family reunions, social gatherings 
and turkey dinners were the order of the day, 
A union service was held in the church of tha 
U nited Brethren in Christ, corner of Four­ 
teenth and K streets, at 10:45, all the pastors 
of the Ministerial Union being present; also 
a very large congregation. The sermon was 
delivered by Rev. T. S. Dunn, of the Sixth- 
street Methodist Episcopal Church, from the 
20th verse of the fifth chapter of Epbesins : 
“ Give thanks always, and for all things, 
unto God aud the Father, in the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” Said he : “ The custom 
of national thanksgiving had its beginning in 
the days of the old Jewish commonwealth, 
under a government neither republican nor 
monarchical, hut theocratical, and its war­ 
rant in a divine command, which went foith 
from Sinai, that all should observe the feast 
at the end of 
the year, when the 
fruits of the fields had been gathered. 
In our own country the custom orig­ 
inated with the Pilgrim Fathers. Though 
at first observed only in Massachusetts 
and the other New England States, the cus­ 
tom, as 6pokes radiated from the * Hub, 
gradually extended to the other States until 
the whole national wheel was filled.” The 
thought outline of this very excellent dis­ 
course was that our love for God and country 
should be as oDe, and to Him we should look 
as the giver of civil privileges, and a home in 
a land of peace and plenty. Our fields yield 
bountifully, and “ we might safely eftirm the 
suu never ceaees to shine on some one human 
being who is nourishing his phybical man 
from the prcdnctions of our soil." The elo­ 
quent speaker strongly denounced the evils 
that beset the uoward and onward march of 
our national prosperity, and, like charity, 
began at home. “ Sacramento,” said he, “ a 
city of the pLin®, but with more righteous­ 
ness than one of old. Sacramento, of thee 
may it be said, ’Thou hast come up through 
much tribulation.’ Fires, floods, glickens, 
sin, whisky and beer have all failed to de­ 
stroy the?. The three former have only 
come 
at 
long 
intervals, 
but 
the 
tbreo latter evidently intend to stay. 
In all these natural advantages which make 
a people prosperous and happy, our Golden 
State excels. Those of older States say we 
of California love to boast, hut boasting is 
not vanity when it rests on a foundation of 
trulh. Some of us have seen the older States 
and have vivid recollections of freezing win­ 
ters, slushy springs and melting summers. 
We who enjoy continuously this feast of 
nature may ourselves keep silence, and only 
quote what travelers of other climes have 
written. For instance, one has said : ’Cali­ 
fornia, a country where the largest carnivor­ 
ous quadruped in the world 
roams 
the mountains, and the largest bird 
of the continent soars in the sunlight; 
where the plains are without curculios, the 
wheat fields without weevil, the farm without 
need of barns, and tbe cocoon’erieB without 
fear of storms; where the ox needs no fodder, 
the ass no stall, the lambs no shepherd’s care; 
where tbe bee yields more honey, the worm 
more silk, the kine more muscle, the sheep 
more wool, the vineyard more wine, and the 
fields more grain than any other spot od 
earth ; where the olive and apple grow side 
by side, tbe fig tree and the pear intertwine 
each others branches, and tho rose opens its 
petals with the earliest tulip and the latest 
dahlia, and Christmas is as fragrant as 
May, annuals become perennials, perennials 
evergreens and exotics become naturalized. 
The wheat of one year becomes the spring 
wheat of the next. 
Trees that, had they 
grown on Mount Olivet, might have witnessed 
the Savior’s agony and accomp inied Him in 
His ascension three hundred feet mío the 
fields of light, still flourish where its rocks 
are rich in treasures and rivers roil down 
golden sands ; where nature moves even vol­ 
canic forces and molds caves, chasms and 
cataracts into forms so sublime and pic­ 
turesque as to make an atheist stop with ad­ 
miration and a mathematician tune his lyre ; 
where the refreshing nights of the temperate 
zone, married to the luxurious days of the 
tropic?, make the outgoings of the morn­ 
ing and ° the evening to rejoice." Of 
course there are croakers here as else­ 
where ; men who wculd croak even in heaven, 
were the golden gates ajar for such unreason­ 
able, ungrateful wretches. This only proves 
ours to be ‘a land where every prospect 
pleaees and only man is vile.’ ”

Several of the counterfeit standard dollars 
which have recently come into ciiculation 
have been presented at the Sub-Treasury and 
Custom-house. The more noticeable differ­ 
ence between the bogus aud genuine coiu is 
its weight. 
On Saturday through Bleepers will be put 
on the route between St. Louis and San 
Francisco by the way of the Iron Mountain, 
Texas and Pacific and Southern Pacific roads. 
This will make a run of 2,630 milis, the 
longest in the world. 
In order to satisfy forever, in the minds of 
their ageds and the general public, regard­ 
ing the identity of the stage robber C. E. 
Boles, or Bolton, who was recently tracked, 
arrested, couvicted and sentenced to State 
Prison for bíx years, Wells, Fargo it Co. have 
iesued, through their chief detective, J. B. 
Hume, a circular wbich states that all doubts 
are at rest—that the man is really the noto­ 
rious highwayman “ Black Bart, the Po 8.” 
He has confessed, in the presence of detect­ 
ives Morse and Hume and Sheriff Thorn», to 
having committed twenty eight rcbberiss, 
beginning with July 26, 1875. A description 
of the poet robber and a list of the robteries 
is appended to the circnlar. 
A R a ilr o a d D riv e n O u t o f B usin ess 
—A little knowledge has Over been a dan- 
gerons thing, and iu no instance is this old 
proverb more aptly illustrated than in the 
case of Railroad Commissioners all over 
the continent. We do not know whether, 
as in California, they are elected by the 
people, though this is so presumably. Bat 
there are two sides to the question of regu­ 
lating freights and fares, and, while there 
is danger to the people from excessive rates, 
there is also danger to corporations from 
Railroad Commissioners by their cutting 
down rates so that it is impossible to run a 
road. The Railway Reden', of November 
lOch, tells us that “ the South Carolina 
Railroad Commissioners, like those of Kan­ 
sas and some other States, have allowed 
their zeal to outrun their discretion. The 
Barnwell Railroad, a nine-mile branch of 
the South Carolina road, has been driven 
out of business by the redaction in rates 
imposed upon it. The new rates, it is 
claimed, would not pay more than one- 
tenth the operating expenses, and hence 
operation has been discontinued. 
This 
abuse of power, amounting to virtual con­ 
fiscation of property, has left the town of 
Barnwell without railroad facilities, and 
the citizens are intensely indignant, as a 
matter of course. They have set up a king 
in the shape of a Railway Commission, and 
now rebel at his rule.” It may be said that 
a nine-mile road is only a small affair, but 
running it out of business means a clog to 
commerce, an inconvenience to all inhabit­ 
ants and a paralysis of real estate. 
If the 
Commissioners in South Carolina had ever 
any political aspirations for the future, 
they should be pretty effectually killed 
now.—[San Francisco News Letter.

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 
Two advantages are possessed by the 
electric furnace, and it is difficult to under 
estimate them. The temperature which 
can be produced is limited only by the re­ 
fractory nature of the crucible, and the 
heat is developed first in the substances to 
be melted without traversing what con­ 
tains them. 
It is a matter of some doubt whether 
the microscope can infallibly distinguish 
between the corpuscles of human blood 
and those of other animals. Especially is 
it difficult, if not impossible, when the 
blood has dried, because then the cor­ 
puscles are apt to be so distorted that no 
acurate average measurement can be taken. 
Oxygen liquefies at 212 5 degrees below 
zero under a pressure of 22 5 atmospheres. 
Liquefied oxygen is colorless, transparent 
and very mobile. Bisulphide of carbon 
solidifies at 17” degrees and melts at 101! 
degrees below zero. Alcohol freezes to a 
white mass at 203 degrees below zero. All 
of these low temperatures are measured 
with a hydrogen thermometer. 
Luring the Bolar eclipse of May Gth 
Mons. Trouvelot eaw near the eun a bright 
red star, which he has since been unable to 
find during a careful search of the part of 
the heavens where the sun was situated at 
the time of the eclipse. This would seem 
to indicate that the object is a planetary 
body moving along with the sun, but Mons. 
Trouvelot declines to give any conclusion 
at present. 
The electric railroad from Portrush to 
the Giant’s Causeway, Ireland, seems to 
have been opened very auspiciously. The 
power to work the dynamo-electric ma­ 
chines costs little besides the tear and 
wear of the machinery, a water-fall, with a 
head of 24 feet, in the river Bush setting 
in motion turbines, which give an effective 
energy of ahout 90 horse power. The line 
is only about six miles long, and has but a 
three-feet gauge. An underground cable 
conveys the electricity to the end of the 
rails. W hat defect exists on the road are 
two sharp curves and two Bteep grades. 
One foot in 30 will tell eventually on the 
rails and rolling Btock. 
It is well known to electricians that the 
best steel makes the best permanent mag­ 
net. But the magnetism of steel depends 
on how hot or how cold it is. For exam­ 
ple, steel loses its magnetism if subjected 
to a temperature of 100° below zero ; it 
also loses its magnetism when heated to 
yellow heat—that is between red and white 
heats. Soft iron when heated red hot is 
not attracted by a magnet. Professor Po- 
loni has recently been experimenting upon 
the inlluence of heat on the permanent 
magnetism of steel. He finds that the 
diminution of magnetic intensity by the 
increase of temperature in the Bteel bar 
has no rigid relation to the increase of elec­ 
tric resistance in the metal itself. Indeed, 
while the permanent magnetism diminishes 
with increasing rapidity up to a temperature 
of about 200° (328° F.) and then less rap­ 
idly up to 300' (508’ F.), becoming inap­ 
preciable at red heat, the electric conduct- 
ibility of the iron diminishes uniformly 
with the increase of temperature. 


RAILROADS, STEAMERS, ETC. 


THE 
TRDSTW ORlHI.NESi OF THE HE­ 
BREW TRADITIONS. 
In an article under this title, in the 
November Atlantic, Brooke Herford says : 
I do not for a moment claim to have made 
any complete study of the Hebrew his­ 
torical books, but I do think I have shown 
that even as traditions they are deserving 
of a kind of study which they have nos 
been receiving. If further investigation 
shall confirm these indications which I 
have pointed out of their ancient and care­ 
ful character, and of their having been 
transmitted and transcribed in the very 
phraseology of older times, this will not, 
indeed, justify the place once given to 
them, and for which tome still contend, of 
infallible histories. B u t|[ think it will 
justify us—I think enough is already visible 
to do so—in regarding them as, in their 
main outlines, preserving the real story of 
the Hebrew development. 
It justifies us 
especially in regarding their peculiar re­ 
ligious coloring, their pictures of a patri­ 
archal monotheism rising and falling and 
rising again, as being a part of the ancient 
tradition, and not a gloss of far subsequent 
prophetic times. The ages back of the 
prophets are nolonger alost, unknown time, 
whose apparent names and shapes of 
“ seekers after God ” are mere myths, con­ 
structed backwards from the stand-point of 
the eighth century. We have not to clear 
them away, and construct in their place 
some evolutionary theory of race elowly 
rising out of gross polytheism. Instead of 
this, great names, great religious move­ 
ments, great historic events, stand out, far 
off and often dim, yet unmistakably real, 
against the morning sky of Hebrew an­ 
tiquity. We may trust the large impres­ 
sion that David left upon the national 
heart ; the portrayal of the tenderer and 
nobler side of his life as well as the 
strangely candid traditions of fierce and 
evil passions in him ; and his historical 
place as the fosterer of an established 
worship, and (at least the founder of its 
psalmody. We can believe the general 
account of Samuel and of Saul. We may 
trace the great outlines of the story of the 
exodus, with the grand work of its prophet 
leader ; and even if whole codes of later 
ages were added on to his, there is quite 
enough visible alike of his religion and of 
his laws and of his mighty leadership to 
leave him, as he has been regarded in the 
past, one of the loftiest teacher, of man­ 
kind. Even the stories of the patriarchs 
are not incredible, having been preserved 
as connecting links in those genealogical 
successions which they counted so import­ 
ant, and are invaluable to us for their 
marvelous photographs of the world’s 
ancient life. And, back of all, we can see 
—and, for so early an age, in a curious life­ 
likeness—that father of monotheism, of 
whom Max Muller Bays, “ We want to 
know more of Abraham ; hut even with 
the little that we do know he stands forth 
as a figure second only to one in the whole 
history of the world.” These great per­ 
sonalities and their main religious charac­ 
teristics abide secure.

SALMON HATCHING PROCESS. 
About the 25th of October the work of 
stripping is bpgnn and continued till the 
whole number of fish has been attended to. 
The fish when wanted are taken from the 
water in a dip net, and their condition 
readily ascertained by gently pressing the 
abdomen just back of the pectoral fin. If 
the ova ore ripe they wid be felt like so 
many peas beneath the skin, and a slight 
will cause them to be deposited in 
aced for that pprpose. It the ova 
ripe, or the fish is not disposed to 
she is returned to the water 
for a few days longer. After the ova have, 
been deposited the inilt is obtained from 
the male in the same manner, and immedi­ 
ately after falling upon the ova it diffuses 
itself among them, causing 
once individualize and g: 
within two bours they will be as hard as 
nnripe peas and perfectly globular in form. 
At once after tbia fertilizing process the 
ova are washed several times in cold wa j 
ter, and then set away in coid water for a 
couple of l oirs, that all impurities may be J 
removed. Tne number of eggs obtained 
from each fi«.h varies from 2,000 to 20 000, j 
the latter number having been obtained ' 
this seas n from a 41 inch salmon esti- Í 
mated to he a dozen or more years old, and Í 
about as old as any are ever obtained for j 
spawning purposes, as the age of such fish 
are estimated to be from four to fourteen j 
years. At the expiration of the two hours 
mentioned above the ova are prepared for 
the hatching troughs by being placed upon 
wire screens with meehes about an eighth 
of an incn squ&io. These screens are in­ 
closed in frames a foot square, and thick 
enough to allow a half inch of water to 
flow beneath each one, to assist which an 
eighth of an inch is removed from the bot­ 
tom of each of the four sides for three- 
fourths of their length. Ten of these 
hatching frames are then placed above each 
other in a skeleton frame to form a “ne9t, ” 
and the whole then deposited in the hatch­ 
ing troughs of a depth and width just suffi­ 
cient to contain a row of these nests, after 
which the water is turned on and a steady 
flow maintained through the trough till the 
latter part of January, when the ova will 
have developed as much as it is safe to 
allow before distribution among the several 
States, under whose care they are finally 
hatched and disposed of as desired.—[Cor. 
Boston Journal.
